LIFE INSURANCE ROMANCE.

Curious Case of a Policy Involving
Many Interesting Points in
England.

A very curious case of insurance re-
cently came to light in London in con-
nection with the late marquis of Dcne-
gal

A policy was taken out in 1880 against
{ssue being born to the marquis, who,
at that time, was {n his seventieth year
and was living apart from his wifé. The
marchioness, however, died, and he mar-
ried agein in his eighty-first year, and
had a son.

Consequently by the payment of asin-
gle premium of £191 5s to the Norwich
Union the insurer has received £2,500.
The premium was paid in one lump sum.

An official of this company recently
stated that such ipsurances were fre-
quent, and the rate was very low, as the
companies rarely had to pay. This, he
rald, was the first time they had ever
been ealled upon to do so.

The Law, Unlon & Crown company
have had one similar case, in which they
paid a claim of £23.000.

A startling condition of affairs Is
shown by a recent rcport of Commis-
sloner General of lmmigration BSar-
gent. It showe the number of aliens
in confinement in penal and charitable
institutions in the United States dur-
ing the first four months of the pres-
ent year, and deal only with those
allens who have been imn this country
less than five years ’

There are confined in the institu-
tions covered by the report 28,939
males and 15,643 females, all ol
whom have not become citizens of the
United Siates. Of this number 3,995
are Imprisoned for grave offenses,
5.686 for minor crimes, while 20279
are insane and 14,604 are paupers.
